„ ieereas the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſtie, for a long time 


no w together, by all wayes of Mil dneſſe and Clementie (beyond 
that of Soberaign Painces ) hath endeavoured to appeaſe the 
diſozders and Rebellious courſes and pꝛoteedings of His Sub⸗ 
ſects of Scotland, who upon pꝛetentes of Religion have ſought to 
ſhake off His Regall Power and Government: His Mafeſtie 
now findeth that His Pꝛintely Lenity towards them hath pꝛo⸗ 

| ducedno better effects then their entouragements ſtill to perſiſt in 
their dillopalties and Rebellions againſt him: And in thele their Pnſolencies they have 
now ſo far pꝛoteeded as to take up Arms, to gather Foꝛtes, and in a Hoſtfle manner have 
entred and invaded this Kingdom of England. And as foz their pꝛetentes of enjoying their 
Religion and Liberties, His Majeſtie hath already olten allured them of His cleer Jnten⸗ 
tions and Reſolutions therein. wherefoze His Majeſtie out of His continued Pzincely and 
tender care of that His native Kingdom, hath thought fit (by the advice of Hits Pzibte 


Councell ) oncemoze to make this publike Declaration to the wozld, that He hath — no 


tie and obedience which Loyall Subjects do owe to their lawfull Soveraign. c 

And therekoze His Mafeſtie doth hereby further declare, That all thoſe ol Scotland who 
have already entred, oz hereafter ſhall pzeſametoenter, (in anHoſlile oz warlike manner) 
into any part of this His Kingdom of England, and their Adherents and Aſſiſtants and 


Wwayes (beleeming a Punte) unattempted, whereby to reclaim and reduce them to that du⸗ 
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others, who ſhall ſupply them with Moneys, Munition, Uictuals, oz other Pꝛoviſions, 

hall be atjudged and taken to be, and are hereby denounced and pzoclaimed Kebels and 

Traitoꝛs againſt His Majeſtie, Hts Crownand Dignity, and ſhall tncur the * and deler- 
ed p:naltics and koꝛftitures of high Treaſon. ! 

Neverthcleſſe, His Majeltie again pzofelſeth bekoꝛe God and all the woald, as often foz- 
merly, and in Hts late Declaration he hath done, That he never did, noz ever will, Hin- 
der His Subjects of Scotland from the enjoying of their Religion and Ewerties, ac- 
toꝛding to the Ettleſiaſticall, Civill, and Munitipall Laws of that Kingdom, and accozd- 
ing to His pꝛomiſe and their deſires, ſubſcribed by themſelves at the Patifitation: but that 
He will governthem as a Juſt and Religious Pꝛinte: In aſſurance whereof, if they will 

vet acknowledge their fozmer trimes and exozbitancies, and in an humble and ſubmiſſive 
= manner, like penitent Delinquents, crave pardon koꝛ what is paſt, and yeeld obedience fox 
the ti ne *9 come, they ſhall ſtill finde that His Majeſtie will be moze ſenſible ok their due 
tonfoꝛmity and obedience, then he hath been ol their Rebellions, and that he rather deſires 
their Refozmation then their Deſtruction, 

And therekoꝛe His Majeſty ts pleaſed hereby to make tender of Dis gracious Pardon 
to lo many of thoſe Rebels and Traltoꝛs, as ſubmitting themſelves to His Majeſtie, ſhall 
{ozthwith retire, and return home, and foz the future ſhall demeaſne themſelves (attoꝛding 
to their allegeance) as loyall and obedient Subjects ought to do to their lawtull Kingand 
Soberaign: And herein His Majeltte will expect an undelayed and ſpeedy ſubmiſſion and 
tonkoꝛmity in lo many as will be made capable of chis his Gzace and Pardon.
